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raphy and of agricultural economics. On the other hand it seems 
to show traces of haste, as it contains not a few inaccuracies both 
of fact and expression ; and the ideas advanced appear to bear no 
relation to any consistent body of economic doctrine. This is 
noticeable in the discussion of the sugar duties (pp. 53, 80, 143, 
9,9,0, etc.) ; the "alarming" emigration from Great Britain (p. 
152) ; the assumed benefit to American laborers if all our sugar 
were provided in this country (p. 129) ; and especially the "short- 
age of labor" which is alleged to exist in cane-growing countries, 
even in those so densely populated that famine is a normal con- 
dition. The incongruity of such complaints in such circumstances 
ought to suggest the necessity of careful analysis. 

The little book by Martineau is concerned chiefly with the 
technology of sugar manufacture. It also gives a good account of 
the development and present status of the sugar bounties. Inci- 
dentally it is a plea for more "paternal government" after the 
manner of Germany and Joseph Chamberlain. 

The Canadian Bulletin on beet sugar is based on hearings be- 
fore the tariff committee. It deals mostly with the growing of 
beets, which is shown to be highly profitable; while the manu- 
facture of beet sugar encounters difficulties owing to the short 
season.
